served as victims. A large 
number of Red Cross Disaster 
Action Team members moved 
in to assist the Fire Department 
and others with removing the 
victims from the building. 15 
REACT mobiles served as 
ambulances to the 7 hospitals 
plus several choppers flew the 
most critical patients directly to 
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the hospital pads. Excitement 
was high even though it was 
only an exericse. 

The AREC-DEN assignment 
was to communicate to two 
walkie talkies (WA4CKI & 
WA2CYU) within the disaster 
area to WB4HIS mobile just 
outside the area who in turn 
relayed traffic back to Red 
Cross HQ station K4IWT 
(manned by WA4FGL) and to 
the 7 hospitals. Most of the 
traffic consisted of the number 
of victims being transported 
from the site to various 
hospitals and approximately 
ETA. This info enabled the 
hospitals to expedite proper 
eare for each victim upon 
arrival. Other traffic to Red 
Cross requested emergency 
supplies. 

Hospital mobiles were: 
WB4LZQ, WB4BTB, WB4HDZ, 
WA4ZEV, W4GOG, WA4PEN, 


and WB4ZDC. Others partici- 
pating were: W4FWA, 
WB4AONR, K4DXR, K4ANW, 
WA4ZDZ, WB4CBP-M and 
W4IYT-M. 

After the exercise, officials 
expressed their surprise at the 
efficiency of the amateur radio 
communications. Congrat- 
ulations to all hands!

OVER LOGGING? 


Are you ‘“‘overlogging’’? Or, 
are you lax in your logging 
because you are not aware of 
the simplifications that have 
been made in FCC 
requirements to make logging 
easier? 

The following written entries 
are required only once, or when 
there is a change: 

1. Signature of the operator 
and his call sign if not the 
licensee. 

2. Station location. Mobiles 
within 100 miles may say 
“Jocal.”’ 

3. Final input power. 

4. Emission. 

5. Frequency band. 

The following entries can be 
recorded in any manner tran- 
scribable by the licensee into 
written form: 

1. Date. 

2. Name of anyone other 
than the operator using the 
station. 

3. Record of third party 
traffic. 

4. Calls if stations worked. 
Mobiles and Repeaters exempt. 

5. Mobiles: Time in and out 
of service. 

Others: Start and finish of

Are you ‘‘over-identifying’’? 
Current rules require your call 
be signed at the beginning and 
end of an exchange of trans- 
missions and every 10 minutes 
during the exchange. You need 
sign the call of the station you 
are working only when signing 
clear. If signing clear of a 
group, you need only to sign 
clear with one call of the group 
or a recognized net name (or 
repeater call). Regulations 
have never required you to 
recite the station’s portable or 
mobile suffix, just your own. 

It is only rude to begin and 
end short transmissions in a 
roundtable with a complete 
signing of calls when the others 
are observing the 10 minute 
rule.

FOR TOMORROW’S NETWORK: 
COMMUNICATIONS ON A LIGHT BEAM 


The day draws closer when the Bell System will put into service a 
new medium of communication — light — to help in meeting the 
projected demand for’ telephone service. 

Work is progressing at Bell Laboratories along several lines of 
research in a vigorous effort to control light beams for the purpose 
of carrying telephone calls, data and video signals. Behind the 
effort is the promise of a tremendous increase in capacity, ac- 
companied by significant savings, that could be provided by optical 
transmission systems. 

Progress thus far includes the continuous operation for an un- 
precendented six month period of a unique light source — a 
pinhead-sized laser — and the successful experimentation with 
optical glass fibers that can carry hundreds of phone calls 
simultaneously on a single strand of glass no thicker than a human 
hair. 

Scientists foresee that perhaps 100 glass fibers packed into a 
pencil-thin cable could carry hundreds of thousands of long 
distance calls at a time — several times the capacity of today’s 
most advanced cable system. 

Another alternative to cable is seen in the use of invisible in- 
frared light to beam large quantities of communication signals 
between office buildings in large cities. Tests in New York City 
using light emitting diodes — long-lived and low in cost — are now 
under way to determine the feasibility of this approach to relieve 
the burden on tightly-packed conduits that carry cable under city 
streets. 

But before the promise of optical communication systems can be 
realized, they must be required to work compatibly with the 
billions of intricate, interdependent parts that comprise the 
nationwide telephone network. To that end, work is advancing 
toward overcoming the technical barriers to the wedding of optical 
and wire communications systems.

“Ham radio” operators may 
have saved the life of Mrs. 
Sandra McClaran of Glenview 
Terrace, Vero Beach, last 
weekend. She and her husband, 
Robert McClaran, W4ZGG, and 
their small daughter were 
camping out on Nettles Island, 
off Jensen Beach. Suffering 
from a chronic asthmatic 
condition, she took a common 
cold and hayfever medicine. It 
caused her to lapse into un- 
consciousness at about 1a.m. 
Sunday morning. 

Her husband, using his mobile 
radio, was able to make contact 
with Don Moe, WA4YIH, in Ft. 
Pierce, who called the sheriff’s 
department of Martin County 
and requested that an am- 
bulance be sent. McClaran also 
contacted Kevin Bourbon, 
WA4VOU, of Ft. Pierce, who 
drove to Nettles Island and 
picked up the McClaran child 
and took her to his home. 

The ambulance came, picked 
up the unconscious Mrs. Mc- 
Claran and, although it ran out 
of gas on the way, got her to the 
hospital in Ft. Pierce, where 
she was given emergency 
treatment and released early 
Sunday morning. She is now 
home in Vero Beach with her 
family, none the worse for the 
incident, although an allergy 
like hers could have proved 
disastrous. 

McClaran __ credits the 
amateur radio operators and 
also Station WTVX, situated 
between Vero and Ft. Pierce, 
which has generously provided 
the operators with a room at the 
station and the use of its tower 
for a repeater, which belongs to 
the St. Lucie Repeater 
Association, W4VPQ. This 
repeater greatly extends the 
range of communication 
possible between mobile units; 
without it, they are limited to a 
range of 10 to 20 miles; the 
repeater can reach a radius of 
about 60 miles and can relay 
messages in any direction. 

McClaran says that there are 
about 50 operators in Indian 
River County, about 20 of whom 
are active. He has been an 
operator himself for over 15 
years and enthusiastically 
recommends his hobby, which 
he says can be an expensive one 
but need not be. Although in this 
recent incident he was the 
recipient of service, he has also 
rendered service on occasion.
